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F.  E.  R.  A.  TEACHERS;  ( 1 ) 

If  you  are  unable  to  /jot  FERI.  teachers 
from  the  re£^ilar  allotment  of  teachers 
given  your  county  you  can  got  one 
through  the  special  project  approved 
by  the  Florida  Energcncy  Relief  Adminis- 
tration in  Jachsonvillo. 

These  projects  v/ill  bo  dra\7n  up  and 
supervised  in  the  sane  manner  as  any 
other  Adult  Educational  Project  put  on 
by  the  Florida  Emergency  Relief  Admin- 
istration. The  project  must  moot  the 
approval  of  the  usiial  officia,ls  as  v/oll 
as  the  State  Educational  Advisor. 
Teachers  used  in  the  CCC  Camps  will  not 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  <3.uota  of 
the  county  in  which  they  arc  located 
and  therefore  v/ill  not  curtail  the  nor- 
mal program  in  any  county. 

If  any  Administrator  or  County  Superin- 
tendent docs  not  understand  this  sub- 
ject, have  him  write  the  Director  of 
Education,  Florida  Emergency  Relief 
Administration,  Jacksonville,  Florida 
or  write  this  office  and  copy  of  letter 
from  the  Florida  a:iorgoncy  Roliof  Ad- 
ministration v/ill  be  sent  him  immediate- 
ly. 

In  reply  to  Circular  Letter  No.  17, 
dated  October  8,  1934,  this  office  has 
roceivod  letters  from  some  camps  stat- 
ing that  they  did  not  need  outside  as- 
sistance. Be  sure  that  your  program 
is  up  to  the  average  before  you  turn 
down  ai^  assistance. 

These  teachers  can  be  obtained  at  no 
cost  to  the  War  Department,  the  only 
inconvenience  v/ill  bo  giving  the  teacher 
his  room,  in  some  cases  this  v/ill  not 
bo  necessary  since  tho  teacher  will  stay 
at  homo  and  go  to  the  camp  to  do  tho 
teaching.
